TOO MUCH LEGISLATION 


Tfc cannot be denied that there is a snr- 


Vlns of legislation by eongrcss and the le- 
gislatures of the states—tie country is af- 
flicted "with more laws than its people 
loiow anything about, or -would give 
.strict observance to if they -were familiar 
•with. them. 


Legislatures of nearly every state arc 


spending time and money, attempting to 
core by legal enactment ills which can be 
overcome only by the exercise of ordinary 
common, sense, A state tries something 
new for two or three years—hardly long 
enough to demonstrate its practicability or 
lack of it—and certain interests become 
active in bringing about the passage of 
a repeal bill, at the same time proposing 
something else that will be just as much 
of an experiment. There is considerable 
uncertainty in industry and trade, but 
this tmcertainty is aggravated by the hit- 
and-miss methods used in adoption of 
much legislation in the last few years. It 
might be well to clear the statute books 
of a large number of laws that are in- 
operative and ineffective. 


The trouble is that when a man is sent 


to congress or th« state legislature, he 
goes with the idea that he was chosen for 
the purpose of making laws or changes 
in laws, and he proceeds to go as far as 
his fellow members will permit. Fewer 
Jaws and more obedience to basic princi- 
ples might help to overcome 'the spirit of 
lawlessness now giving so much concern 
to the authorities. 


Governor Blaine in his message to fie 


legislature made a pertinent reference to 
this condition when he said: "I personal- 
ly feel that Wisconsin is not so much in 
need of more laws, but that, aside from 
The corrective and amendatory legislation 
suggested, wise administration and en- 
forcement of the laws we now have will 
ijive the best and required service to the 
state."
